COAL WORKING—THE “LONG WALL” SYSTEM. 
Sr,—You had once a correspondent, writing from Blaenavon, who used 
to declare that an ounce of practice was worth aton of theory, and keep- 
ing this in view, it may not be out of place to give an instance where pillar 
working has been adopted in a “long wall” working for economy, and 
has been persevered in for upwards of two years. he result, as stated 
by the manager to me, is that by wall the coals cost 3s. 11d., and by 
pillar working 3s. 4d. aton. I exam the working, and the section is

The “holing ” is in the coal, but the coarse fire-clay (5) is taken up to 
make height for roads, being softer than the shale (2, 8) above. 7 

In the Sex wall workings of the same or the black shale (2) im- 
mediately below the sandstone is from 2 to 8 feet thick, and it is taken 
down for the roadway and buildings; but in this instance it required part 
of the hard sandstone (1) to be blasted down, the cost of which was so 
great as to induce the proprietors to change their system, and with the 
advantages stated.

between the consumption of coal by the different kinds of engines—for 
instance, we have engines working consuming 3 lbs. of coal per horse- 
power per hour, and engines consuming 30 lbs, per horse-power during 
the same time.

ON COLLIERY WORKING. 


Sir,—The list given by “Long Wall,” of the seams worked by that 
system is an acquisition, and they certainly look rather like “long wall” 
seams. ‘They are provided pretty well with “ clod ” and rubbish, acknow- 
ledged by him to be all-important to the success of the system. I am 
afraid the discussion will wear out your patience, it seems almost inter- 
minable. I have had little to say about it, but, like many others, consider 
the subject very interesting and useful, and at fhe commencement of it I 
made a few remarks, and also gave a short account of a long wall trial 
which proved unsuccessful; and the account I gave, with all sincerity, was 
considered to be quite ludicrous by the then long wall advocates. Now, I 
see ‘ Long Wall” himself walks in and takes me to task for expressing 
my sentiments respecting Mr. Naysmith’s views and facts. Is he (“* Long 
Wall”) authorised to speak for the whole? if so, does he mean to deny 
that one of the features of the discussion has been most rabid advocacy of 
long wall, and nothing but long wall? If the cap does not fit him, why 
does he put it on? merely to throw it off again, and attempt to spoil it by 
kicking it about. Or, to use a Welsh simile, why does he eat the “ leek ” 
if he does not mean to digest it? 4 

It will be well if the long wall system does prove a safe one in a fiery 
seam; but in our humble opinion it will not be found so, especially if it is 
worked to the rise, should that be at all considerable. In that case the 
whole of the gas evolved in the goaf will have a tendency to rise to the 
face of the work constantly, and there it will, of course, come in contact 
with the lights used, whatever they are. Of course, it will be contended 
that the current of air will carry it off; but where does it itto? Is 
it not carried forward continually into other workings, and thus causing 
increased danger and risk? Butif we suppose the long wall to be carried 
to the “dip ” the results will be very different—the gas formed in the goaf 
will then all rise to the top of it, and thus leave the working face perfectly 
clear, only an outlet ought to be provided for its escape into the return 
air-course; and the same principle may be applied to the rise coal, by first 
driving the main drifts up a sufficient distance, and bringing the working 
faces back to the dip, providing an outlet to the rise for all gas and vitiated 
air. (Those hee apply equally to the pillar and stall workings, so far 
as the drainage of gas from the goaf is concerned.) ‘‘ Long Wall ” con- 
cedes that it is absurd to attempt that system where there is no rubbish to 
stow the “‘gob;” that isa great point gained. The advocates of pillar 
and stall working, in certain cases, could not get any admission of the kind 
from his predecessors in the discussion. 

In conclusion, I will just remark that in discussing the whole question 
of working coal we should hardly admit those two systems to be distinct 
or antagonistic. Whatever system may be ultimately adopted in removing 
the entire seam of coal from each district or division of the mine, the pre- 
liminary operations ought to be precisely the same—that is, the driving of 
drifts, and general laying out of the workings, must be necessarily con- 
ducted, up to a certain point, on the most improved system of pillar and 
stall; and then the only question remaining to be settled is the mode of 
removing the entire seam in each district—that is, whether it shall be re- 
moved at once, by one operation, as in long wall, or by two operations, as 
in pillar and stall. Ican hardly think that ‘“‘ Long Wall” intends to com- 
mence operations very near his shafts, and drive out ‘‘ long work ”’—say, 
east west, north, and south, forming his main roads and air-courses all in 
goafs, close to his shafts and farnaces (if any); and if not, long wall, how- 
ever useful and successful in certain cases, and under certain circumstances, 
cannot oceupy such broad ground as has been contended for by its original 
backers in this discussion—that is, to compete with, or supersede, pillar 
and stall working. It may be objected that I have here mixed up venti- 
lation with modes of working, but I cannot see how they can be separated, 
and it was in allusion to the danger from deficient ventilation that I used 
the word “danger” in my former letter. DER Ross.

COAL WORKING IN SOUTH WALES. 

Srr,—Since “ Long Wall” seems determined to retain his incognito, I 
suppose I must reply to some of his answers to my paper, but I cannot help 
telling him that there is not anything I so much object to as an antagonist 
in the bush. I like to meet an opponent face to face, in the good old 
English style. But to the point. ‘ Long Wall” says “ the argument is not 
affected by the name, and thinking that I have an equal right to call my- 
self‘ Long Wall’ as the writer of the letters on Government Inspection had to call him- 
self‘ An Aberdare Collier,’ I will again subscribe myself‘ Long Wall’”—by all means 
let the dear man cail himself by that name. I quite commend him for doing so after 
what has transpired; but this a poor argament, and like all the others bought forward 
by this myth. I wrote the two letters on Government Inspection, under the signature 
of“ An Aberdare Collier,” but were they not simply suggestions thrown out for the 
public good? I did not say that what this or that person said was wrong. No; bat 
had I attempted anything of the kind I should have thought myself in justice bound to 
sign my name thereto. 

Now,“ Long Wall” knows, or pretends to know, all about this system of working 
coal; why is he then travelling from piace to place for information on the subject? Now, 
lask him in common fairness to tell the public what he saw in some collieries he re- 
cently visited? Did he not there find all that I have said against this system verified ? 
He said last week that instead of having wooden doors on the gateways he would put 
canvass ones to slide on an iron-road, and above this a—What did he callit? Ob! A 
“ flap,” to keep it air-tight on the top. Now,I should like Mr. “ Long Wall” to tell us 
to what he fastens this flap so as to make it air-tight against a broken and uneven roof? 
And, again, there is nothing said about making the sides air-tight; does he put flaps 
there also? I have seen scores of temporary canvass doors put up, but never heard of 
any person attempting to make them air-tight in such places as gateways, with two 
uneven gob walls on the sides and a broken roof and floor. Then, again,“ Long Wall” 
says there are not so many fells on the face of the long wall as there are on the face of 
stalls. Would any person in reason say such a thing? Much more a person who pro- 
fesses to have worked both systems. Then comes the question of these falls cutting off 
the currentofair. “Long Wall” does not deny that this takes place. Well, as J have 
before said, then these falls come off, and the places soon fill up with gas; and yet 
“Long Wall” does not think it proper to have a windway at some distance back from 
theface. How then does “ Long Wall” get in to clear away these falls after his current 
of air is cut off? Is it not better to work away the coal from one or both sides as you 
can get air antil you pass the fall, and thus avoid the ridding of it? In fact, it is im- 
possible to clear away some of these falls. 

I will now treat a little on what “ Long Wall” calls the inconsistency of some of my 
remarks. “ Long Wall” runs on thas :—* He (Mr. Naysmith) tells us that the state: 
ment made as to the successful working of long wall in this district is nothing but

I cannot imagine “Long Wall” attacks Mr. Ross, unless it is that he spoke out 
his mind in such a ight forward and commendable way. “Long Wall” is labouring 


under a delusion if he thinks that Mr. Ross or I am advocates for the universal adop- 
tion of the pillar and stall: to the contrary, I know many seams (not in the immediate 
vicinity of Merthyr or Aberdare) that I would recommend to be worked on the long 
wall in preference to the pillat and stall, but not upon the same arrangements of the 
workings as practised by “ Long Wall” and Company. “ Long Wall” says “ long wall 
has been free of explosions since its introduction in this neighbourhood, but 
disasterous explosions have again and again occurrred in the pillar and stall.” “ Long 
Wall” may say this with propriety, but can he say that the pillar and stall in all cases 
where these dire calamities have occurred was worked properly, and that the safety of 
the workmen was the first great object in view? as it always ought to be; or can “ Long 
Wall” point out one of these explosions which might have been prevented by the adop- 
tion of his darling system ? 

I very much commend “ Long Wall” for reading Mr. Dunn’s work, and if he will 
always take Mr. Dunn for anthority he will never be far misled; but at the same time 
I do not think that Mr. Dann would recommend the long wall system to be worked in 
the seams that “ Long Wall” speaks of. I know there are seams in the North of Eng- 
land well adapted for the working of the long wall system, and which I saw some years 


ago successfully worked there. 

“Long Wall” says that in long wall working he never heard of such a thing as a 
windway being kept some distance back from the face through the goaf, so that when 
the roof falls up to the face the air in the whole might not becut off (until “ Loag Wall” 
clears it away), but passed through this windway. Now, it“ Long Wall” had troubled 
himself to enquire more into the facts of the three places he enumerates as having suc- 
cessfully worked the long wall, he would have found that there has not as yet been 
great results to boast of, and also in one of these collieries the windway that I described 
is kept for the namec ; and the roof, I am credibly informed, frequently falls 
up to the face, and they are obliged to have resourse to this windway. I ask “ Long 
Wall” are not these positive facts ? 

“Long Wall” thinks that “ Mr. Naysmith’s grave cautions may be taken for what 
they are worth.” This is exactly what I wish ; and, as I have said before, should an 
explosion occur in any one of these trial hobbies, although “ Long Wall” may have his 
“ cogs” inevery 6 or 8 yards, this will not prevent its being rendered one continuous goaf; 
and should such acatastrophe occur, I should not be at all surprised to find “ Long Wall,” 
who is now advocating this system, amongst the first to condemn it, as he doubtless fan- 
cies he is concealed under the cognizance of “ Long Wall.” 

I expect shortly to be able to give a review of the results obtained by the different 
seams in the Aberdare and Merthyr districts; perhaps “ Long Wall” will assist me in 
collecting this valuable intormation—at least, so far as his own management is con- 
cerned—for which I shall be most thankfal. J. NaysMrra, 


MINING MACHINERY—ENGLAND AND AUSTRALIA. 


Sm,—As my first description of WASHING PROCESSES Will be those in 
which no mercury is used, I think I should commence by saying some- 
thing on Dry Crushing. At the commencement of quartz mining many 
attempts were made tocrush dry. ‘The Chilian mill working upon grates 
and without grates, stamps upon grates, oscillating segments of wheels in 
a circular trough; a machine like a mangle without the rollers, fluted 
and plain rollers. The whole of these, with the exception of the stamps 
upon grates for supplying the Chilian mill, were soon abandoned; and 
as the most effective of those abandoned were the rollers, they deserve a 
few remarks. The rollers do, unquestionably, very rapidly break down a 
large bulk of ore; but if it becomes a question of great fineness they fail 
entirely. In all those ores required for the smelter the object is not to 
break down the ore to one uniform size, but into uniform sizes, to keep the 
ore together, not more broken than is sufficient to clear the mineral from 
the gangue. With the quartz-crusher the case is different. The gold is 
finely disseminated through the stone, so that we must break it down to 
the ultimate fineness we require for washing; and, therefore, no inference 
can be drawn that because rollers are applicable for copper or lead that 
they will do for gold. All the dry grinders participate in this defect, that 
whilst they will rapidly reduce the ore to moderate sizes, yet when required 
to make fine work the cost becomes enhanced so much that the process 
becomes much more expensive than the wet crushing. 

The first processes of washing in Australia were the Ripple Tables; 
these were inclined-planes, across which were grooves, or ripples. They 
were placed directly under the stamps using the water from the batteries; 
where the quartz was crushed dry the feed was from a hopper, and a stream 
of water was supplied at the head of the table. I knowan instance of two 
machines like these, working side by side upon the same stone, which gave 
a yield of from 1 to 1} 02. per ton. The impression of the quartz miner 
was that the mill crushing dry, with separate washing tables, though of 
the same construction, gave him better returns. I do not think this was 
really the case; it most likely arose from the favourite mill getting rather 
the best stone, and I know that from these same tailings a year or two 
afterwards more than 9007. worth of gold was extracted with the shaking 
tables. These ripple tables have long since passed away, and the only 
other form of washing without mercury that remains is the blanket pro- 
cess. Amongst the Australian miners ard crushers they have never been 
in favour. The Port Phillip Company, at Clunes, are nearly the only 
people who have persevered in their use; I think they have retained them 
more from old associations than from conviction of their value, arising oat 
of careful analysis of their principles: and this is certain, that although 
the Clunes machinery may do for a company irresponsible aad _irremov- 
able, had they to enter into competition with quartz millers for the custom 
of the miners, they would soon find out the value that practical men put 
upon their methods. I make this remark, because it has gone forth to the 
world, under the prestige of Clunes, and sanctioned by Victorian commis- 
sioners, that the model of a quartz-crushing machine at the Exhibition 
fairly represented the mechanical skill of the colony of Victoria as applied 
to quartz crushing. I deny this entirely, appealing to anyone who knows 
anything of Australian machinery; and further, pointing to this significant 
fact, that the cost of crushing at Clunes is, and always has been, in ad- 
vance of any plant in the colony, or even higher than the ordinary 
price charged by small quartz millers to miners for even small .quantities 
of 5 or 10 tons, 

The blankets are necessarily an imperfect and costly process, and for 
these two reasons—More careful experiments should be made with them 
against other more modern plans to justify the retention of them; in nearly 
every case where they are used, and especially at Clunes, the blankets are 
—_ very near to the stamps, and the gold must be deposited on them, 

ut inasmuch as it is only a partial and costly process, simple and inex- 
pensive means should be employed first, and then the blankets would be 
fairly tested as to what they retained, and of what the other methods lost, 
To one experiment of this kind I shall allude presently. They are im- 
perfect because they are only partial processes—that is, they only concen- 
trate the crushed stone, leaving a very large proportion to be treated by 
amalgamation and separation; this, and the continual attention required 
to change and wash the blankets, makes the process one of the most tedi- 
ous and costly known. Several attempts to economise the cost of working 
have been made, by using endless belts of flannel working in water, but 
failed to be of service. 

Of all the methods yet tried, the Mercurial Ripple is the simplest, and 
least expensive to work—in fact, the tables, when adjusted properly, are 
frequently left untouched for a week, and the process is complete; for an 
hour’s work will clean the residue of, perhaps, 300 tons. Whether it ex- 
tracts a larger, or as large, a portion of gold as other processes matters 
not to what I assert, that from its cheapness, simplicity, and efficiency 
it should in all cases be the first process used as the crushed stone leaves 
the stamps. Costing little or nothing, and saving whatever gold it re- 
tains from friction, and the chance of loss, it gives a great insight into the 
value of the more expensive processes that follow. It was first tried at 
Sandhurst, in 1855, but for a long time was very imperfect; but it has of 
late years nndergone such modifications that it is now becoming universal. 
There are two kinds of ripples, one in which the crushed stuff falls upon 
the mercury, the other in which the nts a convex edge to 
the stream. Without diagrams I could scarcely make them understood, and 
there are several variations required, according to the nature of the crushed 
stone. When carefully arranged, the proper width of ripple, the right 
fall of the inclined plane, across which the ripples are cut, and the proper 
quantity of water, I believe no visible gold will escape them; and in many 
cases in Australia, where poor ores with coarse gold are being crushed no 
other wee is used or wanted. With very rich stone, or very fine gold, 
they should be used first, and tested more as to this particular with some 
other after method. I made one experiment with blankets after these 
tables, in which the proportion of gold saved by the blankets to the tables, 
was as 1 to 240. The blankets were changed every half hour day and 
night for two days ; the gold saved by the tables was 10 ounces, by the 
blankets 20 grains; and at this rate the gold would have cost for saving 
by blankets over 90/. per ounce. Now, this was a fairly and carefully con- 
ducted experiment—only one, it is true, but sufficient to throw a well- 
founded doubt upon the efficacy of blankets when tested against some- 
thing else ; and entitles us fairly to ask from those who advocate their 
use something like a reason, based upon experimental trials, against 
other methods. 

The excellent way in which the Ripple Table works is suggestive of two 
things worth notice—first, notwithstanding all the terrible mystery that is 
made about a! ion, how easily and rapidly the gold combines with 





the mercury in its attempted passage over the mercury, by the simple ac- 


tion of the running water; and pext, the simple separating power of the 
same current without any mechanical contrivance. _ It is to the proper use 
of these simple and inexpensive natural forces that all our investigations 
should be turned, rather than to the production of artificial forces by the 
aid of complex machinery. If not perfect, we should at least avail our- 
serves of them as far as they go, and so let them test the value of our in- 
ventions for the purpose of saving what escapes them. 

The next machine that I will try to describe is the Shaking Table, per- 
haps, in certain cases, the best combination of amalgamating and separat- 
ing machinery yet used, It is an inclined plane of about 5 ft. in length and 
8 ft. wide, e by two sides; at the lower part a circular end of about 
6 in. diameter completes one compartment; two of these are generally used. 
The table is hung in rods, and made to oscillate in the direction of its 
length by a crank of about 6-in. throw, making from 90 to 100 revolutions 
per minute. The com t nearest the stumps is charged with 60 lbs, 
of mercury, and the other with about 25 lbs. The crushed mineral running 
in from the stamps is, from the action of the machine and the curved end, 
rolled over and over with the mercury, and the mercury even dashed 
through it; the action at this end is violent. ‘The stream of water carries 
the refuse on to the other, and higher, end of the inclined plane, where th 
refuse is passing over the edge in the most gentle manner, when working 
properly. The whole mass of stuff upon the table is in motion, and qui 
loose, and the amalgamation at one end, and the gentle and beautifu oa 
paration at the other, constitutes it one of the most scientific machines yet 
devised, but I must defer the further account of it until my next.

GOLD MINING, AND METALLURGICAL MACHINERY, 


Sim,—We have again to thank Mr. Brown for a letter equally instruc- 
tive, interesting, and clever, as was his first. I fear, in some respects, I 
shall have to differ amicably from his conclusions, and will, therefore, add 
the following questions and remarks to those I made in my last:—I would 
ask him, why angular guiders should be better than guiders acting on the 
flat of the lifters, as it would appear evident that the former must offer 
two-thirds more frictional resistance in a direction from the cam than the 
latter? Why should not circular guide blocks be tightened up in the 
same manner as square or angular ones may be screwed up? 

In the question of stamping on an iron or stone bottom “ circumstances 
alter cases.” If a mine be stamping ores on its own account, it is different 
from a mill which takes in small parcels of ores belonging to other parties, 

In the first case, it is not requisite to clear out the stamps coffers so fre- 
quently, nor so perfectly, as in the latter, which for this description of werk 
is, therefore, preferable; but in a large mine such cleaning out of the coffers 
of the stamps would be a nuisance, would cause much valuable loss of time 
to the machinery, and cost much money. It makes small difference to a 
large mine if a little gold does remain in the coffers, and by the same rule 
we always allow our mercury employed in the amalgamation to retain its 
saturution allowance of gold. In practical concerns on a large scale, we 
do not lay stress on these fractional minutiw, excepting for very particular 
experiments upon excessively poor stuff, when all the mercury employed 
is distilled. I ascertained by repeated experiments on a large scale at 
Morro Velho, that filtered mercury, after resting for 24 hours (during 
which it deposits a beautiful crop of crystals of amalgam), when refiltered 
at a temperature cf 60° Fahr., though chamois leather, will retain as a 
constant quantity 1-1000th, or 0°1 per cent., of its weight of gold in 
solution. The same reasoning will apply to the foundation, or bottom, of 
the coffers upon which the stamps are toact. I have tried with the utmost 
fairness upon the large scale both stamping upon an ore bottom, upon a flat 
solid iron bottom, and upon a loose scrap-iron bottom, and, even for pul- 
verising sand, I have always found the first to execute the work better, 
more rapidly, and infinitely cheaper than the others. 

Mr. Brown’s stamps must indeed have been well made if he could keep 
the timber underneath the coffers and frames perfectly dry. It is a well- 
known fact that timber which is perfectly dry, or continually wet, will re- 
main much longer sound than that which is exposed to the atmosphere in 
a damp state; and it is questionable, however well Mr. Brown constructs 
his stamps at the commencement, whether ultimately they will not leak 
sufficient water to produce the decomposing action I have alluded to. Mr, 
Brown does not tell us distinctly whether the quartz was calcined or crude; 
and it appears to me that in his estimate of reduction cost he has omitted 
several items—cost of spalling the ores, cost of general superintendence and 
cost of direction, distillation of amalgam, and other sundries, Mr. Brown 
would have the reduction cost to be only one shilling, but I think if he in- 
cludes the above, he will find it to amount to considerably more money. 
I will propose to Mr. Brown to simplify and reduce metallurgical terms to 


“i 


a basis which shall be generally understood. I shall commence by stating, © 


that I conceive metallurgy comprises all the different processes to which 
any ore is subjected after being “ brought to grass,” until the pure metal 
is extracted in a saleable form for manufactures, &c. 

I propose, therefore, that in the case of gold and silver ores, the term 
ReEpuction—equivalent to the Spanish term “ Beneficio ”—shall be spe- 
cifically applied to the method, or methods, of extracting the metals from 
their ores as delivered at the mouth of the mine. We have, therefore, the 
preliminary Spa.1nG, or breaking down the ore, to fit it for the action of— 

1, The stamps, the operation of which should be termed Putverisine. 

2. The crushing-mill, the operation of which should be termed Crusuina. 

8. The horizontal, or flowr-mill, the operations of which should be 
termed GRINDING. 

4, The Chilian mill, which is a combination of crushing and grinding, 
and might be termed FricrionaL CrusHine. 

After the pulverisation, crushing, or grinding, comes the combination of 
the metals with mercury, properly called AMALGAMATION. (I may hero 
remark that the word “amalgamation” is most frequently misapplied, 
many persons understanding it to mean a perfect mixture of two or more 
substances, as — be of powdered quartz and starch, while the legitimate 
meaning of it implies a chemical union between mercury and some other 
metal, in a definite proportion, forming a substance which is called an 
amalgam.) 

Next comes the separation of the auriferous, or argentiferous, mercu 
from the residue, or waste (called since the Californian discovery ‘‘ tail- 
ings,” a term which, hy the way, is neither elegant or intelligible); this 
operation I would call WasH1NG, as signifying the washing away the dros 
from the combined metal, and the filtering and burning the amalgam. 
The process would thus be divided into five distinct departments, exclusive 
of ee ee pulverising, crushing or grinding, amalgamation, 
washing, and treatment of the amalgam. iy. 

I have neither time nor space to add a synopsis of the mode of tredfi, 
the ores after they have been pulverised in the stamps, but hope in next 
Journal to be able to do so, with details as to Joss and cost. Mr. Calvert 
should inform us what his system of treatment for the ores is, instead of 
condemning the stamps, which are ed an efficient and cheap mode of 
pulverisation, after which the whole of the ore can be submitted to any 
mode of treatment, whether by fire, mercury, or chemicals. Let him give ws 
some facts, and we will hearken to him.

I hope, therefore, that Mr. Reay will, upon 
second thoughts, leave Mr. Hopkins to wrap himself up in his blankets as 
warm as he pleases, and that he will tell us something about amalgama- 
tion, and how we are to proceed, to obtain gold at as low a figure as that 
stated by Mr. Hopkins, for he will then be a benefactor to the mining 
community. I myself have been in Spanish countries, like Mr. Reay, and 
could answer him on the score of his proverb, but as we are now in Eng- 
land, and write for the Mining Journal, and not for Hl Echo de Pacific, 
I consider it quite out of place.—Dolgelly.

GOLD MINES, AND Mr. EVAN HOPKINS AGAIN. 


Sm,—lIn the Journal of March 7 appeared a letter signed by Mr. Evan 
Hopkins, which, instead of being what we desire to see in a scientific paper, 
was merely an ungentlemanly attack on myself, containing remarks upon 

ubjects about which he apparently knows little. Mr. Hopkinsis, I believe, 
n the habit of talking and writing most on those subjects upon which he is 
least informed; and this gold question appears to have confused him so much 
that he loses all self-control, and abuses right and left, hoping, perhaps, 
that by running down the merits of others he will elevate himself. Ishould 
pass over his statements in silence as unworthy of any response, were it not 
that some of my friends are a little perplexed by his unwarranted observa- 
tions about me. The assertion that Mr. Readwin announced I was about 
to obtain gold at Cwmheisian by a process more economical than any other, 
I believe to be totally untrue; and Mr. Hopkins must certainly have been 
misinformed with regard to my machinery, for he says that a machine of 
mine was sent to Dolgelly in October or November last, whereas not a single 
one was sent there ti!l the end of January; it isjust possible, however, that 
he has confused Mr. Mitchell’s machines with mine. 

Mr. Hopkins’s talk about pretensions and assertions of mere adventurers 
is too absurd, and I should advise him to find some other means of bring- 
ing himself into notice than that of endeavouring to injure the character of 
others. I must not, however, omit to thank'him for his kind advice, that 
I should get some practical men to assist me, as he considers me so defi- 
cient in the knowledge of the erection of such mechanical appliances as 
are required for reduction works. When he again honours the town of 
Dolgelly with his presence, and visits the works I shall have erected in 
the neighbourhood, I should advise him to get some one to accompany him, 
to explain to him something of the principles of modern mining machinery, 
in order that he may learn a little of that about which he apparently knows 
next to nothing. 

I will not trespass further on the valuable space afforded to correspon- 
dents in the Journal by remarking upon any more of Mr. Hopkins’s incor- 
rect statements; but 1 should be glad to know what he has really done 
for the benefit of this district by means of his gold-extraction process, At 
the Cambrian Mine, after the quartz had been crushed by a set of Cornish 
stamps, Mr. Hopkins endeavoured toextract the gold. About that time 
I visited the mine, and was shown visible gold in the ore of a very rich 
character, and saw at the same time the method by which I was told the 
gold would be saved; upon which I could only remark, that I considered 
it a great pity such good ore should be wasted by running it down to the 
river. Mr. Hopkins’s new and never-failing process produced a result of 
only $ oz. from GO tons of rock. Mr. Hopkins appears to have entirely 
forgotten how he used to lecture in Dolgelly on gold-extraction processes, 
condemning all but his own, and even went so far as foolishly to say that 
all who use quicksilver in extracting gold or silver know nothing at all 
about it. He also said that blankets were the only things to save gold, 
the gold having the same affinity for wool that iron has for the magnet. 
After observations like the foregoing, we may well be surprised that he 
can calmly call others novices! 

As Mr. Hopkins failed so completely at the Cambrian Mine, it would 
be as well were he to talk less on the subject of gold extraction, instead of 
eudeavouring to hide his own failure by abusing others.

much less make false statements. There is no difficulty whatever in getting 
out the gold where it really exists, and at a cheap rate; therefore, if Mr. 
Readwin cen show that it exists at Cwmheisian or any other mine in pay- 
ing quantities, let us know the reason why he cannot produce it.

Sin,—I know not what I have written or said in my communications 
on this subject to provoke the choler of Mr. Reay, except that at the Cam- 
brian Consols Mines the hide and blanket process had not been successful 
This information I had from the authorities on the mine, than which I re- 
quired no better authenticity. In my letter I never once alluded to tail- 
ings or waste stuff, or for a moment attempted to criticise the doings of 
such savans as have been of late, and are now, experimenting at the Welsh 
gold mines. My visit was more to ascertain the nature, position, and 
qualities of the lodes, than the metallurgy of gold, to which Mr. Reay says 
Iam not aw fait. His assertion and his attempt to give advice I recom- 
mend him to apply to his own personal use, If he has not already gone 
beyond his last, lucky for him, fortunate Mr. Reay! I would also recom- 
mend him to read Daniel, chap. v. verse 27, where he will find something 
like the truth, as far as he has gone. He will do well, also, to remember 
that a splendid set of instruments may assist, but will never make, a good 
workman. I wait with considerable anxiety the result of the experiments 
now in progress, as 1 have some properties on which I should be most 
happy to employ the most competent gold extractor, no matter whom, 
whether he be from. California, Australia, or Brazil. I can show Mr. Reay 
beautiful gold gossans from Cornwall; quartz containing visible gold in 
Scotland; in the same country gold in blende lodes, some pieces of which 
have been procured of 1 oz. weight, solid; from this same place the lead

contained in the lode sells at upwards of 
or 50 tons ata time. The purchasers allow a considerable sum for the gold 
as well as the silver they extract; from this source I also expect t re- 
sults, Cornwall will come in for a share of the benefits, should half the 
expectations of the gold mining adventurers be realised.

was derived chiefly from the gossans: these are extensive, and bear the 
I failed to detect any gold 
by the eye, or by a tolerably powerful pocket lens. I have not, nor did [ 
see on the mine, a compound microscope. The place would be called by 
a Cornish miner ‘a pretty brail on the back of the lodes,” well worthy a 
trial. The proprietary have judiciously ordered a shaft to be sunk, and 
the lodes to be cross-cut at a proper depth; when this is done, I think 
they have reasonable hopes of obtaining something that will pay more re- 
gularly, if not so suddenly, than gold has hitherto done. One of the lodes 
in an adjoinihg sett has been partially wrought, and considerable quantities 
of rich silver-lead ore obtained. Itcould hardly be expected otherwise 
than that at a junction the lodes should be much disturbed. Little effort 
has been put into action to test these lodes beyond these influences; no 
depth has been reached, or cross-cuts driven; these, I hear, are about to 
be put into practice: I have very little doubt of the result, and was glad 
to hear the captain of the mine acquiesce in that opinion. 

On this extensive sett are many other lodes, on which little more has 
been done than “scratching on the backs for discovery.” ‘This may do 
for gold mining, but will not answer for the more extensive, as well as, 
perhaps, more permanent, sources of wealth, These mines may be wrought 
inexpensively, any conceivable water-power being readily available. ‘The 
sett is very extensive, and should the result of the gold experiments be 
satisfactory there is no limit to the supply of quartz and gossan, from 
which it is said to be derivable, and from 456 tons 16 ewts. of which 
2886 ozs. 3 dwts. of fine gold, worth 10,8167. 17s. 2ud., were procured. 
Mr. J. 1). Clement also extracted 146 ozs. from about 300 tons, so that 
the existence of the precious metal would hardly admit of a doubt. The 
discontinuation of the work would imply that gold may be purchased or 
obtained at too dear a rate, hence the anxiety of the proprietors to obtain 
the best and cheapest method of extraction. Every encouragement to ex- 
perimentalists appears to be held out. Three different processes are on 
trial, so that at least the Cwmheisian party are doing their best to obtain 
the great desideratum. I thank them and all concerned at the mine for 
the facilities and information so readily afforded, and would advise them 
not by any means to neglect sinking their shaft, as that will, probably, 
prevent the sinking their capital.

THE GOLD QUESTION. 


Sir,—I cannot accept the compliment offered me by Mr. Readwin in 
classing me with the Dolgelly gold-extractors, who have all been more or 
less engaged in experimenting on gold ores there, whilst I have never ex- 
perimented upon a ton in that district; nor do I intend to locate myself on 
any of its mines. My conncction with the subject is purely of a scientific 
character, and it arose out of theories propounded by me before scientific 
bodies in 1853, when I declared the conditions under which gold must 
exist, in whatever part of the world they may be fulfilled. Sir R. Mur- 
chison had declared to the world the identity of the Silurian rocks of the 
Ural with the Silurian rocks of Australia, and claimed for the latter their 
auriferous character, which has since been so well established. Having, 
then, just returned from 23 years’ travel in South America, British Colum- 
bia, and other gold regions, I was surprised that Sir Roderick, having 
written an important work, in which was displayed the identity of the 
Silurian rocks of the Ural with the Silurian rocks in North Wales, had 
omitted the parallel inference to that which he bad so happily drawn in the 
case of the Australian and Ural rocks. I then declared that the folded 
schists and laminated flags uplifted by the granitic and greenstone rocks 
of these Islands were of the right chemical constitution, and were traversed 
in the right direction by the above rocks for gold; and, therefore, I came 
to the conclusion that those said rocks must be auriferous, and | unhesi- 
tatingly affirmed them to be so. 

Having laid down this theoretical basis, I proceeded to collect actual 
proofs of its soundness by examination of the rocks, and at the same time 
searched through volumes, which appeared to support my statement, and, 
in conclusion, produced “the gold rocks of Great Britain and Ireland.’’ 
In the course of this investigation I discovered that something had been 
known of the existence of gold in North Wales, that a small quantity ’of it 
had been obtained, and that the search for more had been disastrous to the 
seeker—a fact which, of course, in no degree discouraged me, as [ relied 
upon broad general principles. 

Having met with much opposition from distinguished scientific men, I 
was naturally anxious that the correctness of my theory should be demon- 
strated, and, I think, enough has now been done for this purpose. ‘The 
processes, however, which have been used for obtaining the gold are the 
most wasteful that can be conceived. I select the following letter from 
amongst many I have received on the subject, and will comment upon it 
next week.—167, Strand. Joun Calvert. 

“ March 23.—Having read a great deal in the Mining Journal, and other papers, re- 
specting the gold extraction question, and sceing your name mixed up with it, 1 am in- 
duced to suggest a scheme which I have long thought would do, and that is to melt the 
lode-stuff in a furnace with proper flux and hot-blast,as we do the iron ores for the ma- 
nufacture of iron. I have heard it said that the quartz will not melt, but that is @l 
stuff, for [am convinced that any stone could be meited in the blast-furnaces of South 
Wales. The only question which Ido not understand is--Will the metal be lost che- 
mically in going through the great heat which will be required to reduce the quartz 
into glass? If you think there is anything in the idea, I shall be glad to let you know 


what quantity of the lode-stuff could be melted weekly in asingle blast-furnace, and also 
near about the cost per ton.” 


THE SOLUTION OF THE GOLD QUESTION. 


Srr,—It was known that during Mr. Calvert’s stay at Caldas Pontes he 
caused several thousand tons of salt to be brought on mules for the pur- 
pose of assisting the extraction of gold from the ores of that metal. He 
had likewise several furnaces on the mines. A gentleman who once visited 
a large electric machine of Mr. Calvert’s, erected in a shed in a garden be- 
hind his house, near London, observed oval-shaped iron pipes ranged 
closely together over a vat of steaming ore, and water was passing through 
the pipes at a rapid rate, ad the gold was precipitated from the fusing 
mass, or steam, on the said iron surfaces. As Mr. Calvert refuses to give 
his process, I offer these facts to the public, and suggest, as a solution to 
the question, that the gold quartz and sulphurets are all melted together, 
and the salt and flux added; the sulphurous and chlorine fumes passing 
off come in contact with the cold iron; therefore, all the gold passing off 
in fumes is arrested by the cold iron. The glass of the quartz is run off, 
the bulk of the gold is withdrawn from the bottom of the furnace, and 
what would otherwise be lost is caught on theiron plates above. All must 
admit the affinity of gold for chlorine.

PRACTICAL MINING—STAMP-HEADS. 


S1r,—Sceing so much of late in the Journal! about stamping, and that 
Capt. Daw, of Carn brea, is making some trials with steel heads, I may 
remark that as there is much time wasted in pitching the stamps, and the 
machincry idle while the stamps is lifted in and out, a good steel bottom 
on the head would make a very great saving in such mines as Carn Brea, 
Doleoath, and others, where there is much stamping; more particularly in 
the gold mines in distant parts, where the roads are bad, and the expense 
in carriage and labour must be very great. After much study on the 
stamp-heads about three years ago, I made a trial, and more since, of one 
as follows:—The top part being of cast-iron, with a hollow through the 
centre, to put a shank in; the shank and 4in., of the bottom being of fag- 
goted iron, laid with a plate of the best cast-stecl, 1 in. thick, and made as 
hard as possible. ‘The top and bottom put together with two strong keys, 
which have answered very well. ‘The steel bottom will last more than ten 
times as long as the hardest cast-iron we could get. We made these trials 
with the steel and iron heads in the same cover or stamping-box. I shall 
be glad to furnish anyone interested in stamping with a smal! model of the 
head, to show how it is put together. When the steel is worn off the bot- 
tom it can be steeled again at little expense, as the top, or cast-iron, will 
not want renewing.

Meetings of Mining Companies. 
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NORTH POOL MINING COMPANY. 


The first ordinary general meeting of proprietors was held at the offices 
of the company, Cornhill, on Monday,—Mr. R. Trepinnick in the chair. 

Mr. Wnritrmone Watson (secretary) having read the notice convening 
the meeting, 

The Cuatroan said his first duty was to announce that the title deeds 
of the company were upon the table, and that the solicitor (Mr. P. G, Greville) certified 
as to their correctness, 

A statement of expenditure to February 21, slowing a debit balance of 214/, 2s, 6d., 
was submitted. 

The CuarrMan said that {in November last the necessary preparatory work was com- 
menced for the future efficient development of the mine, and the debit balance at the 
end of February was 214/, The secretary would certify as to the correctness of the 
accounts, and Mr. J. 8. Phillips (who had conducted the practical operations) would 
certify as to the expenditure upon the mine, 

Upon the question being put, the accounts were passed and allowed. 

The CuarrMan read over the constitution of the company, and stated that it had been 
copied in the cost-hook, together with the rules and regulations, and signed by the re- 
spective parties making up the 64 shares ; therefore, from these parties all assignments 
would have to take place. Having read the rules and regulations for the government of 
the company, he stated that it would be seen that care had been taken to give the share- 
holders power to rescind any of those rules, and create others, as may from time to time 
be found necessary ; for to him it appeared an absurdity in a property like North Pool, 
which might become one of the most valuable mines in Cornwall, to adopt established 
and unalterable rules.

The ordinary half-yearly meeting of proprietors was held at the com- 

pany’s offices, Queen-street-place, on Tharsday, 
Mr. C. Morris in the chair. 

Mr. J. B. Cotocan (the secretary) read the notice convening the meet- 
ing, and submitted the report of the directors, which stated that the ac- 
counts show a profit on the half-year of 59857. 16s. 2d. This, with the balance previously 
standing to the credit of the profit and loss account, has enabled the directors to pay a 
dividend of 2s. 6d. per share in January, and to declare another dividend of 3s, 44. per 
share, payable, as already announced, on the 28th inst. The directors have also, in con- 
formity with the Deed of Settlement, set apart a sum as a reserved fund, This fund 
stood, on December 31, as 360/. 4s. 10d.; it now stands as 1200/7, 168. 1d. There had 
been an increase in the monthly rate of ore raised, which had given, on an average, 
388 tons per month, whilst a large addition had again been made to the reserves of ore, 
which now stood at 12,960 tons. One of the steam-engines, with the machinery for 
hauling and crushing the ore, mentioned in the last report, is already on the mine, and 
will shortly be erected. 

The CuAtRMAN had great pleasure {n proposing the reception and adoption of the re- 
port, for he could safely say that it was by far the best the directors had ever been able 
to present. All their difficulties had been overcome, and they were now being re- 
warded for their patience. The progress of the company had been very gradual and 
satisfactory, as shown by the profits realised. Since March last the directors had been 
able to declare one dividend in June, another in January, and another this month, 
which was payable on the 28th inst. He hoped that the loan (5000/.) would be con- 
sidered reduced in June, and he thought he might almost say it would be entirely paid 
off in September. In addition to the dividends which had been declared, the reserves 
at the mine had materially increased. The present state of the accounts was very 
satisfactory, as it showed that they had been able to get through all their difficulties 
without depreciating the stock by increasing the capital; and he had now to con- 
gratulate the proprietors upon the possession of a mine that was becoming permanently 
productive, and also upon having acquired Alamillos Mines, which were of considerabie 
promise.—Dr. Quin ded the proposition 

Mr. J. Tayton, jun, (managing director), in answer to a question from Mr. Coxhead, 
replied that in about two years he hoped there would be a rail way connection direet from 
these mines into the Cordova works, and it was probable that another line would be 
constructed from the coal flelds to the works. But it must be remembered that the 
Fortuna Company possessed its own smelting works, containing six furnaces, besides 
buildings for stores, assay office, an engine for driving the slag furnace, a flue of consi- 
derabie extent, and a chimney of 100 ft. high ; so that no expense would be incurred for 
smelting works so far as the Fortuna Company was concerned. It would be seen that 
the reserves of ore had iderably i d, notwithstanding that the sales had been 
augmented. The mine never looked better than at the present time ; the improvement 
in its value during the past three years had been extraordinary, owing to their having 
cut one of the finest courses of ore ever met with in Spain. Although it had never been 
alluded to in the reports, yet there existed a parallel vein at about 50 or 60 fms. to the 
south, upon which nothing had been done for a very long period. The pertinencia had 
been bought by the company, and it would be very desirable either to drive a cross-cut 
or to have some small power to run down a small shaft to prove that vein, which was 
of the highest promise. Although the prospects for the fatare were of a very encourag- 
ing character, yet shareholders must not be disappointed if the reserves during the current 
six months did not increase; but the returns’would increase, and he hoped the profits. 
As regarded the Alamiilos Mines, all he could say was that he was extremely glad that 
they had heen secured, for there was no doubt they would prove of great value, It might 
be that some arrangement could be come to with the Linares Company for smelting the 
ore from the Alam{ilos Mines, at the Cordova works, and, therefore, capital need not be 
expended in the construction of smelting works. The directors had endeavoured to 
combine the interest of the three companies. Powerful machinery would be forthwith 
erected at the eastern part of Alamillos, and a small engine upon the western part, and 
thereby develope the productive parts as quickly as possible. No call would be required 
for six months, The object in the capital being so large was for the reason that there 
was a mine immediately adjoining, which, it was hoped, they could have got, but too 
much money was asked. There were, however, two other mines in the neighbourhood, 
one of which was tn the slate, and contained more silver than either the Fortuna or the 
Linares ore, If that property could be purchased he should certainly recommend it. 

Mr. J. Lee Tuomas did not know that he could add anything to Mr. Taylor’s remarks 
on the Alamillos vein; he had always thought very highly of it, and in 1858 had done 
his best to prevail onthe Linares Company to take up the sett, Mr. John Taylor, he 
believed, was in favour of the step, but the majority of the Linares board were not, 
so nothing was done. The reserve fund of 7000?., which at that time stood to the credit 
of the Linares Company, might very legitimately have been applied to the purchase of 
the Alamillos. He had lately returned from Linares, and his visit there had confirmed 
the favourable opinion he had always entertained of the Alamillos property ; he might 
mention that the Alamillos vein had always been held in high repute by the prac- 
tical miners of the Linares district, and that in 1749, when the Spanish Government, 
having reserved to themselves the right of working the mines of Linares, determined 
upon commencing operations, they were for some time undecided whether they should 








* work Arrayanez, Pozo Ancho, or Alamillos, and although they finally decided in favour 


of the former vein, Alamillos found supporters among the practical miners of that day. 
The eastern portion of the Alamillos Company’s sett had been worked recently with 
very limited appliances (the water from the mine having been drawn by horse-whims) 
by the San Fernando Company, who had raised for some time about 150 tons of lead 
ore per month from it; they, however, confined their operations to a very small 
section of the sett possessed by the new company, perhaps not more than one-tenth of it. 
The run of ground%on the course of the vein taken up by the new company exceeded 
two miles in length, and as throughout nearly the whole of that extent there were two 
parallel veins, they might consider the sett as nearly equivalent to one of four miles tn 
length possessed only of a single vein. In forming an opinion of the value of any mining 
property, one must be guided by its resemblance in important features to other mines 
in the same district ; one must, in fact, reason from analogy, and so reasoning he believed 
he was justified in forming a favourable opinion of the ground taken up by the new com- 
pany on the Alamillos vein. 

The report and accounts were then received and adopted. 

Messrs. J. Crosby and R, Taylor, the retiring directors, were re-elected ; and Messrs. 
T. Dorrington and W. Cox, M.P., were re-appointed auditors. 

The sum of 500/. was voted as remuneration to the directors for their services from 
the nt of the pany up to December, 1861; and it was agreed that 6007, 
per annum should be their future remuneration.—A vote of thanks to the Chairman 
and directors was passed, which terminated the proceedings.

Mining securities are so much better understood by a 
large portion of the monied classes than formerly, that this mainspring of our national 
greatness is not likely to lack supporters, more especially as the rate of interest for 
money invested is high, and the risk of loss entirely of an average character, where 
ordinary pradence is called in to the assistance of the investor. In known districts, 
such as the Dolcoath, Tincroft, North Crofty, &c., it is a matter of certainty, for the 
mines are opened for generations, and the futare of tin stands on possibly as sound a 
basis as any product engaging the national attention. TincrorTs have been largely 
dealt in, and are likely to command increased attention as one of the few mine shares 
divested of risk. The accounts to be presented to the meeting will show a profit for 
the year ending December of about 5000/. Commencing with January, the profit ex- 
ceed at the rate of 12,000/. per annum; this alone is sufficient to account for the posi- 
tion the mine has assumed. Duncan's lode, which has cost many thousands to open 
up, is only now available for profits. Ifadded to the epormous available resources of 
this mine a rise of 10/. or 15/. per ton should be established in the price of tin, it 
would be equal to an addition of nearly 50 per cent. on the profits. Tincrorr would 
appear to be destined to take a leading, if not the first,{place in the Cornish mines.

The CuatuMan: Gentlemen, the directors have great pleasure in laying before you so 
satisfactory an account of our proceedings last year. Durlag 1862 we received 574 pro- 
posals for new policies, of which 57 were declined, and 34 were not completed after be- 
ing accepted, leaving the namber of policies issued 483, which is a larger number than 
| in 1861, when 443 policies were issued. The sums assured by the new policies issued 
| during 1862 amount to 394,800/7., against 312,240. in 1861; and the amount of new 
| premiums ts also larger, amounting to 13,C41/., against 11,135/. the preceding year. Of 
| these 483 new policies there are 19 for 5000/, each, 5 of from 40001. to 5000/., four of from 
| 8090/7. to 40097., 28 of from 20001. to 30002., 84 of from 10007, to 20002., 149 of from 5001. to 
| 1000/., and 194 of from 1001, to 500/. There {s a large proportion of 50002. policies amongst 

these, and I may add that these are generally the most profitable, as assuring a higher 
| class of lives, I next come to our premium income, which now amounts to 204,2501. a 
| year, an 1! our income from investments to 89,617/., making a total of 293,867. On the 
| other side of the accounts, I may state during the year 161 policies, insuring 132 lives, 
| have becomeclaims. These policies insured together 133,9711. ; and 131 of them, insuring 

94,7037., carried with them bonuses amounting to 20,871/. The other policies did not carry 

any bonuses. In addition to that, we have purchased 42 policies, 64 have lapsed, and 7 
| have fallen in by the expiration of time, so that we have lost 274 policies against 483 new 
policies issued, being an increase of 209. The policies we have lost include 3 of 5000/., 
one of between 4000]. and 5000/., 3 of between 30(0/. and 4000/., 6 of between 2000/. and 
3000/7, 23 of between 1000/7, and 20001., 45 of from 5002. to 1000/, and 80 of from 1001. to 
5001. Amongst the lives upon which these claims have arisen 8 were between 80 and 
| 90 years, 42 between 70 and 80 years, 43 between 60 and 70 years, 38 between 60 and 
60 years, 16 between 40 and 50 years, 11 between 30 and 40 years, and 3 between 20 
and 30 years, I stated last year the average age at death, according to the actual expe- 
rience of our office then, was 5844 years; now, 1 am happy to say, the average bas in- 
creased to nearly 61 years, which, of course is a great advantage to us. As I have be- 
fore stated, the policies which have become clatms during the year amount to 133,9711., 
whereas, according to our tables, we might have expected our claims to amount to 
167,724/.; and I am happy to say that for several years past we have been able to re- 
port the same thing—that the claims have been considerably less than the tables led us 
to caleulate upon. (Hear, hear.) But, at the same time, it must be borne in mind that 


all the polictes will in course of time become claims, although every year the parties 
whose lives are assured under them live the greater the profit to the society, and the 
greater the profit to the policy-holdera, by the bonuses added to their policies. Upon 


several previous occasions I have called attention to the facilities we offer for effecting 
loans upon the deposit of policies, and perhaps my observations have tended to make 
people come to us to borrow money in that way, for I find that in the past year we Lave 
lent 16,460/. upon the security of policies effected in our office, while, upon the other 
hand 12,0007, of previous loans has been repaid, making a difference of 4000/. I think 
that I ought, perhaps, to mention another circumstance, as showing the favourable 
character of the year we have passed through. We have seldom had so sma!la number 
of policies not completed after the lives have been accepted as in the last year. The 
average is 46 a year, but last year it was only 34, whilst in 1860 it was 60. In the 
same way the number of policies allowed to lapse is only 106, against an average of 137 
—therefore, in every way the progress of the year had been very satisfactory. (Hear, 
hear.) I will now call attention to the position in which we at present stand. The 
number of new policies in force at the end of the year was 8826, assuring 7,018,6811., 
and carrying bonuses to the amount of 562,023/., making n total liability ot 7,580,704/., 
to meet which we have an annual income, as I have stated, of 293,8671., and an accu- 
mulated capital of 2,155,9271, Gentlemen, you will recollect this capital is a positive 
accumulation, for we have no share capital, and that it represents the amount saved 
during the 39 years we have bewn in existence, (Hear, hear.) It should also be recol- 
lected that several years ago we not only paid off the share capital, but paid off in addi- 
tion a sum that was given as bonus to shareholders upon quitting the society. I have 
always endeavoured to givea plain statement of facts, without any comment, for I 
think a long speech is often very apt to perplex, and frequently to misicad ; but if gen- 
tlemen bave any questions to put 1 shall be most happy to answer them to the best of 
my ability. I cannot conclude, however, without referring to the position we stand in 
as regards last year’s proceedings. During that year our Habilities increased 192,3581.. 
but our assets increased 125,435/. being more than 60 per cent of the liabilities. (Hear, 
hear.) Iwill now move that the statement and report which have been placed in your 
hands be received, adopted, and entered upon the minutes. 

Mr. Routn (deputy-chairman) seconded the motion. 

A Proprietor wished to make this enquiry—looking at the general statement of ac- 
counts, seeing that their nett earnings amounted to 130,000/, per annum, and that only 
20,0007, per annum was appropriated as bonus, and seeing, too, that there was a reserve 
of something like 2,000,000/., with liabilities amounting to 7,000,000/.—whether the 
directors would not be justified in adding something more in the shape of bonuses upon 
expiring policies ? 

The CHAIRMAN sald the present was not a bonus year, but that at the end of the quin- 
quennial period everything in connection with the assets and liabilities would be taken 
into consideration, and the bonus d d would be ding to the surplus. 

A Proprietor said that, looking to the broad fact that the society now had a nett 
annual income of 130,0001., and that for the Jast three years the bonuses had not ex- 
ceeded 20,0007, per annum, it might be assumed the difference between those amounts 
went to the augmentation of the reserve fund. 

The CHAIRMAN reminded the proprietor that every policy on the participating scale of 
five ycars standing and upwards as it became a claim had a bonus added to It. 

The ProprieTor had understood the Chairman to say that the average of live had 
increased. There was no doubt that the old tables were not in accordance with present 
experience of the average of life, so that they had every reason to look forward to im- 
proved receipts, and he hoped an improved bonus. 

The Cuainman said, when the time came for declaring the bonus the policy holders 
would have the benefit uf such improvement. 

Mr. Dowpen considered the proportion of proposals declined —averaging, as it did, 10 
per cent.—appeared to be very large. He wou!d suggest whether the medical examina- 
tion was not too strict, especially as regarded the cases in which a near relative of the 
applicant had died of consumption? He congratulated the members of the society upon 
the large increase in the number of policies issued during the past three years as oom- 
pared with the corresponding period immediately preceding: that he considered a very 
great cause of congratulation. 

The CuarrMAN said that the remarks of Mr. Dowden only went to prove that the di- 
rectors were properly careful in the selection of the lives they insured, (Lear, hear.) 
They had no wish to turn away business, but where there was a taint upon the life, or 
the medical officer suspected there was, they were rightin refusing to accept it. Many 
proposals were made to them upon lives which it would be most imprudent to accept. 
It was singular how often consumption and other complaints were found to run in famt- 
lies, and the medical officer was quite right in reporting against proposals from mem-~- 
bers of such families. 

Mr. WarD enquired whether there was any fixed principle in allotting the bonus— 
whether there was any particular proportion bet ween the money invested and the amount 
allotted? If so, he would like to know the proportion of the allotment. 

Mr. 0. Downes (the actuary), replied that the bonus every fifth year must depend upon 
the profits during that period, which were determined by a valuation of the assets and 
Habilities. 

The CuarrMan added that the apportionment of the bonus also depended upon the 
time when the policy was likely to fall in as a liability. 

Mr. Warp enquired whether the number of policies issued in 1860 as compared with 
1861 was attributable to any special circumstance? 

The CuareMan said that the increase was accounted for by the fact that 1860 was the 
year i diately ding the bonus year, when it was always found that tbe number 
of new proposals made was greatly in excess of ordinary years. 

The resolution was then put and carried unanimously. 

The sum of 1607. was voted as remuneration to the auditors forthe past year. Messrs. 
Stilwell, Howell, Taylor, and Roberts were re-elected auditors. : 

This having concluded the ordinary court, 

The SEcRETARY read the notice convening the extraordinary general court, which was 
to consider a proposed amendment of Article 82 of the Deed of Settlement, by which 
the directors will be empowered to grant assurances to the extent of 10,000/., and, if 
approved of, to pass a resolution to that effect. 

The CHAIRMAN explained that at present by the article referred to the directors had 
no power to issue any policy exceeding 50007. in the whole upon any one life, and the 
consequence was that they fonally lost profitable busi Owing to the amalga- 
mation of life Offices and other circumstances, there were not the same facilities for in- 
suring for large sums as formerly. They frequently received proposals for policies ex- 
ceeding 5000/,, which they were unable to accept because of the limit imposed by the 
Deed of Settlement, and the board considered it would be desirable if that restriction 
were removed. At thesame time, they did not ask for unlimited power as to theamount 
for which they might issue policies, but that the limit should be increased to 10,0007., 
80 as to bring them more upon the footing of other life offices. The Scottish Widows 
granted policies for any amount; the Roya! Exchange, to 15,0001, ; the London Corpo- 
ration, to 15,0007.; the Law, to 10,000/.; the Rock, to 10,0007, ; the Legal and General, 
to 10,0007.; the Imperial, to 10,000/.; the Eagle, to 10,000/.; the Pelican, to 10,000/.; 
the Clerical and Medical, to 10,0007.; and the Guardian, to 10,0001. Generally speak- 
ing, those large assurances were upon the best class of lives—people of rank and station, 
whose habits and mode of living were pretty well known, or easily ascertained, and who 
wished to insure for family purposes, Seeing that if there was a profit upon a 1002. 
policy there must be 100 times that profit upon a 10,000/. policy, he thought the pro- 
prietors would hardly hesitate to give the board the power they asked. 

Mr. Rovutu (deputy-chairman) seconded the proposition. 

Mr. Warp enquired how many 5000/. policies fell in last year?—The CHAIRMAN re- 
plied that three were got rid of and nineteen were issued. Since 1845 there had been 
200 policies of 50007. each, or 1,000,0007. in 17 years, and during that period fifty-two 
50001, policies had been paid, or in round numbers one-fourth. He might, perhaps, men- 
tion that since the notice had been sent out of the intention to propose the alteration 
several policy holders had intimated that, if it were carried, they would double their 














Mr. G. BowLey considered the advantages of the proposition were self-evident, and 
that however proper it might have been in the earlier period of the socicty’s existence 
to impose the 5000/. limit, it was altogether inapplicable to the present position of 
the society.—Mr. DowpDEN did not think this proposed alteration was judicious, and 
asked for some information as tothe proportionate profits derived from the 50002. policies 
which had falien in. 

A Proprieror considered all the information that could be required was the fact that 
of 200 of such policies 52 had become claims in 17 years. 

The CHatnMaw said he should have explained that although they had taken 200 
50001. insurances during the 17 years, and had lost 52, many of the 52 were insurances 
of an earlier date. 

Mr. Spicer was of opinion that it would be sound policy to adopt the alteration. 

Mr. DowDen said that facilities were afforded for re ing in other offices when 
they were applied to for policies beyond the limit. 

The CHAIRMAN said that frequently parties came with proposa!s for large insurances 
that must be accepted or rejected before there was time to go round to the other offices 
to ascertain whether they would re-insure, and these, as the Deed of Settlement now 
stood, were necessarily lost.—The motion was then put and carried. 

Mr. G. BowLey had much pleasure in proposing that the best thanks of the members 
be given to the Chairman for his courteous conduct in the chair, and, in conjanction with 
the board of directors, to thank them for the satisfactory way they continued to conduct 
the affairs of the society. 

The motion, being duly seconded, was put and carried unanimously. 

The CuarmMan thanked the meeting fon the vote just accorded,and assured them that 
no efforts on their part would be spared to promote to the utmost the best welfare of the 
society.—The proceedings then terminated.

Themen 
in the 35 end§west commenced taking down the lode last night, which still continues to 
improve, and for 10 in, wide is a complete mass of minerals, the component parts of 
which are yellow copper ore, white mundic, and tin, but I cannot at present give its 
exact vuiue, The lode here in the bottom levels is more defined than it has been seen 
in any other place in the mine; Judging from this fact, and the present value of the lode 
in the several points of our operations, the indications in favour of our futare prospects 
were never s0 great as at present.

CROWAN CONSOLS.-—J. Seymour, March 25: All the internal parts of the engine 
are on the mine, Mr, Eustice and myself have made a thorough inspection of every 
portion of it, and found the principal parts as good as whenjnew from the foundry, and of 
the most approved workmanship, The men driving the level for the water-lift have 
had assistance, and to-morrow will commence to cut a plat at the bottom of the shaft 
to receive the stuff they break in the shaft below. This will save the expense of two 
horses and two landers in 24 hours, Iam anxious to get the shaft as deep as possible

of the new shaft is also going on well. 

DRAKE WALLS.—T. Gregory, March 26: Branches in the 102, east of Matthews’s 
shaft, are producing saving work for tin. In the 92 east the branches are worth 5/. per 
fathom. Branches in the 60, west of Iirenton’s shaft, are worth 14/, perfm. In the 50, 
west of Brenton’s, we have intersected a cross-course underlying west, which we have 
not seen in the 60, or bottom levels ef the mine. Branches west of this cross-course, in 
the 50, are of an improved character, being worth 147. per fathom. There are yet more 
branches to the north of our driving, which have a promising appearance, and I have no 
doubt will be found productive when taken down.

The men 
have been troubled with the water, but I expect we shall be able to sink toa 15, if not 
a 20 fm, leve!, In back of tho Esgairgaied lode the rise has been put upto lfm. 4 ft. 5in., 
and 5 ft. 4 in. stoped; this is all the work done in Cyfartha, The great point is to get 
the engine-shaft down as deep as we can. There is no mineralogical result to be ex- 
pected from the above, as the rise ig solely for the purpose of having an opening to sur- 
face. In the old mine the cross-cut in the 82 has been driven 1 fm. 0 ft. 9 in, further 
north for the main lode, and 2 fms, 1 ft. driven east and west on the course of the new 
lode. The direction is chiefly to the westward, as the lode has a richer appearance in 
that part. This lode will bear very importantly on the future of the mine, even if the 
results only continue as at present—viz., a paying run of orey ground on a new lode 
running westward, for such is all that part we have opened on, In the 70 east 6 fms.

EAST ABRAHAM,.—H. Cowling, March 20: This valuable mining property, situated 
in the richest tin and copper mining district in Cornwall, is adjoining and on the same 
lodes as the old Crenver and Wheal Abrabam Mines, which have been distinguished for 
the immense returns made. The ores raised during the working of these mines, near 
the boundary of East Abraham, realised 341. per ton, at a standard of 80/. for fine copper. 
On considering the mineral so very rich so near the boundary, and the size of the lode, 
2, 4, and sometimes 6 feet wide, and the immense profits made in the old mines, and 
this rich and profitable lode going through the centre of East Abraham, I am surprised 
to think such a valuable property should be left idle so long, and especially as there is 
such a chance of having a dividend mine, without any cost of steam power.

1, “On the Correlation of the several Subdivisions of the Inferior Oolite of the Middle 
and South of England,” by Harvey B. Holl,M.D.,F.G.8, The order of succession of the 
subdivisions of the Inferior oolite observed in passing from the southern side of the 
Mendips to the typical section of that formation at Leckhampton, with the iithological 
characters of the strata, were described inthis paper. The classification of the members 
of the infertor volite employed by Mr. Hull in the “ Memolrs of the Geological Survey ” 
was adopted by the author; and it was shown that in proceeding from Bath northwards 
the two upper subdivisions may be seen to rise, the building freestone at the same time 
becoming thicker, while at Aveling the oolite marl is first seen interposed between the 
lower ragstone and the lower freestone, and at Nailsworth the former is separated from 
the oolite marl by the upper freestone, all these beds becoming thicker towards Chel- 
tenham, and thinner in the opposite direction, towards Bath. Dr, Holl concluded with 
some remarks on the strata exhibited in the Rolling Bank Quarry, and on the geogra- 
pbical distribation in England of the members of the inferior oolite.

Gro.oey anp Gotp 1n Asta Minor.—We have received from a corre- 
spondent the following extract from a lecture delivered at the Smyrna Li- 
terary and Scientific Institution, by C. E. Browning, C.B, on March 5:— 
To the geologist this country offers a field of observation that will well re- 
pay the time expended upon it. To account for the gradual rising of the land on a tide- 
fess coast, and to speculate on the effect that future elevation will produce on the country, 
are points full of the greatest interest, not only to the man of science, but it is a most 
important question for the Government and the inhabitants of the country. The river 
beds are rising so rapidly, that if human agency does not counteract the influence of 
Nature (and it is,not probable that the Turks will do anything, as they prefer to let 
Nature take her course), the greater part of the plains in the interior will become waste 
marshes, hut-beds of malaria, fevers, and plague. For instance, let us turn to the natural 
drainage of the western part of Asia Minor, or what I will call the Smyrna Watershed, 
which is at least 10,000 square miles in extent, and is drained by only two rivers, the Her- 
mus and the Cayster, neither of which is navigable, and both of which have within the 
historic period become so raised, that the mouth of the former is about 15 miles nearer 
the sca, leaving a passage now of less than half a mile to the opposite shore; and the 
Cayster has advanced at least another ten miles, On the souti-west coast this encroach- 
ment is still more visible. I leave you, therefure, to imagine what will become of the 
Vast amount of rain that will fall upon these 10,000 square miles in time to come, when 
the rivers will be still more raised, and consequently less able to carry off the water. 
This is a point of great interest to the geologist, but there are others of perhaps greater. 
Let him examine the rocks that exist—it is an almost unexplored district. Smyrna has 
added scarcely a fossil to the cabinets of Europe; and in what museum is its metallic 
wealth displayed ? Hore are mines of silver, lea’, antimony, copper, and iron, almost 
unrivalled for their richness; and I have ventured an opinion that the day is not dis- 
tant when the gold diggings of Asia Minor will attract thousands to Smyrna. A lig- 
nite coal exists in incalculable quantity, and though it has been proved unfit for the 
manufacture of gas, its close proximity to a rich tron district will render it a most valu- 
able addition to the resources of the empire. An abundant supply of the finest kaolin 
provides what is 'y for the facture of the costliest pottery; while from the 
commoner sorts of clay the home requirements of the lower branches of the ceramic art 
can be supplied. The geological student, in his rambles in this country, meets with 
rocks of all classes, from the most recent alluvium to the oldest of the primary rocks— 
from the volcanic cone, forced to the surface by internal fire, to the stalactite deposited 
by drops of water. 


At the Manchester Literary and Philosophical Society, Mr. Crookes, 
F.C.S., exhibited a specimen, weighing 450 grs., of the new metal, thal- 
lium, which he discovered by spectrum analysis. He had been fortunate 
enough to find this element in comparatively large quantities in the de- 
posit from the flues of Mr. Spence’s pyrites burners.

Tue Coat Trape or THE Unitep Statres.—lIn referring to the pro- 
gress of the coal trade of the United States, the Railroad and Mining 
Register (March 14) states that the war has so interrupted the coal trade 
in certain parts of the country that it is impossible to make out a state- 
ment of proximate results for 1862, The yield in Eastern Pennsylvania 
was, of hard anthracite, 8,170,680 tons in 1860; 7,626,515 tons in 1861; 
and 7,856,168 tons in 1862; and of semi-anthracite and bituminous, 
579,564 tons in 1860; 646,305 tons in 1861; and 809,063 tons in 1862. 
The produce of bituminous coal in Maryland was 666,572 tons in 1860; 
269,674 tons in 1861; and 317.634 tons in 1862. The Broad Top semi- 
bituminous district produced 272,625 tons in 1861; and 334,135 tons in 
1862. The aggregate yield of the entire States may, however, be judged 
of from the above figures, since the corrected return for 1860 shows that 
of bituminous coal Pennsylvania produced 454 per cent. of the quantity, 
and 374 per cent of the value of the whole; and of all kinds of coal Penn- 
sylvania produced 75 per cent. of the whole value.

as to extracting copper from refuse ore are very good; but I would suggest that if 
capitalists, instead of embarking their money in foreign schemes, would withdraw 
their attention from them to the development of English mines, that our own miners 
would obtain full employment, and the market would not be glutted with the im- 
mense quantities of foreign ores, which cause the depreciation of the metal in price. 
In looking over the list in the Journal, I find that in round numbers 1,750,000/. have 
been expended in non-dividend copper, lead, and tin mines. In the Foreign Dividend 
List there are only six or seven mines that have done anything worth the outlay, and 
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value of the property, it being in a true mining district, and, if there {s anything to be 
drawn from analogy, Hafod must produce large quantities of lead. The new sett, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hitchins’s report, ought to be considered one of the best in the county.]

We had believed that the limits of the jurisdiction of the Court of Stan- 
naries was so well known, and that the laws by which public companies 
are governed were so generally understood, that such a case as that which 
we subjoin would never have been put for a legal opinion; as there may, | 
however, be other adventurers who suppose that the keeping of a Cost- 
book confers some advantage upon them beyond that which they would 
possess in an ordinary common-law partnership, the case and opinions will 
doubtless be read with interest. Since 1856 no common-law partner- 
ships could legally exist amongst adventurers more than twenty in num- | 
ber associating for working mines (unless such mines were within the , 
Stannaries), unless they registered themselves as a2 company under the | 
Joint-Stock Companies Acts. It will be seen that the opinions differ in | 
some material points, and we should unhesitatingly express our conviction 
that Mr. Tarrine’s views are correct, regardless of the consideration of 
his more intimate acquaintance with Cost-book law:— 

CASE.—LZzparte Tue Prince oF WaLes Mininc Company, 

This company was established in the year 1861 upon the Cost-book Principle. 
copy of such Cost-book is left herewith. It will be observed that the number of shares 
are 900, The rules are not stamped, but written on plain paper. Recently, and since 
the passing of the Companies Act, 1862, the company, being desirous of raising more 
capital, increased the number of shares to 1800, and offered the 900 additional shares to 
the old shareholders first, and then the committee had such as were not taken up by the 
old shareholders to dispose of in such manner as they thought best. A circular was 
sent out to each shareholder, giving him notice of the intended increase of shares (a 
printed copy of which is hereunto annexed). At the meeting (which was special) re- 
solutions were passed carrying out the scheme of raising new shares (printed copies of 
which are also hereunto annexed), A question has suggested itself to the minds of 
some of the committee whether the company ought not to be registered under the Com- 
panies Act, 1862,and they are advised that they are incurring tbe penalties of the 209th 
section of that Act by carrying on business on the Cost-book System without being re- 
gistered. Other members of the committee are desirous of the mine being continued 
on the Cost-book System, and are advised that there is no necessity to register under 
the above-named Act. The only two clauses of the Companies Act, 1862, which it is 
thought are applicable to the question are the 4th and 209th sections. The 4th section 
appears only to apply to companies formed after the commencement of the Act, and, un- 
less the creating of the additional 900 shares would be construed into the forming of a 
company, the section does not appear to apply to this company at all. In case the sec- 
tion does apply, a question arises as to what is meant vy the words—“ A company en- 
gaged in working mines within and subject to the jurisdiction of the Stannaries.” Do 
these words mean within the district over which the Stannaries Court has jurisdiction, 
or does it mean any mine whose rules declare them to be upon the Cost-book System, 
though not within the jurisdiction of the Stannaries, and would such a declaration and 
a rule declaring that the Stannaries Court should have jurisdiction be sufficient to bring 
it within the above exemption? The 209th section does not appear to relate to this 
company at all, as it is only applicable to companies which were bound to register at 
the commencement of the Act, and it is presumed there was no obligation whatever to 
do this. The following is acopy of the share certificate in the company, which is without 
a stamp :-—

Is it necessary it should have one ? 

The transfer of the shares in the company are made with a 6d. stamp, under 23 Vic., 
ec. 15. Is this correct ? 

On the transfer, the original certificate is handed over to the purchaser, and the trans- 
fer is kept by the secretary. Counsel will please advice :— 

1. The meaning of the words in the 4th section “ under* and subject to the jarisdic- 
tion of the Stannaries,” and whether a rule of the company, that they would put them- 
selves under the jurisdiction of the Stannaries Court, would bring them within such 
exemption ? 

2. Is the issuing of the 900 new shares a forming of a company, so as to bring it 
within the 4th section ? 

3. Is there any obligation for the Prince of Wales Mining Company to register under 
the Companies Act, 1862, at all? 

4. Do the share certificates require any stamp, and if they do what stamp ? 

5. Is the 6d. stamp on the transfer correct, or does it require an ad valorem duty ? 

SIR GEORGE HONYMAN’S OPINION. 

1. I think that to bring the company within the exemption of the 4th section of the 
25 and 26 Vic., c. 89, it is necessary that the mines should be within and subjective to 
the jurisdiction of the Stannaries, and that where, as here, the mines are not within 
the Stannaries, a rule in the form suggested would not bring the company within the 
exemption. 

2. I think not. 

8. The statutes relating to joint-stock companies are by no means clearly and satis- 
factorily expressed, but I think that the company does not fall within the provisions of 
the 209th section. The Act of 1862 prohibits the formation of companies unless regis- 
tered, but the previous statute in force at the time of the passing of the Act of 1862 (the 
20 and 21 Vic., c, 14, s. 3) did not say that companies within the Act should not exist 
unless registered, but simply declared that if not registered the partners should be 
severally liable for the whole debts of the concern; and though the language of. the 
209th section is not so clear or satisfactory as could be wished, I think that the Prince 
of Wales Mining Company was not at the time of the passing of the Act of 1862 “ re- 
quired to register under the Joint-Stock Companies Act” within the meaning of that 
Act, and, consequently, is not within the provisions of the 209th section. 

4. I think the certificates do not require a stamp. The 16 and 17 Vic., c. 63, s. 8,im- 
poses a duty only on certificates when the certificates or title to shares are transferable 
by delivery without a written transfer, which is not the case in this company. 

5. I think that if the transfer does not operate to pass the share in the mine, but is a 
mere direction to the purser to register the transfer, and (as would appear from the rules 
of the mine) nothing passes to the transferee till theentry is made in the cost-book, then 
the 23 Vic., c. 15, applies, and the 6d. stamp is sufficient, without an ad valorem stamp. 

MR. THOMAS TAPPING’S OPINION. 

T have attentively considered the above case, and am of opinion as follows :— 

1, A company to be within the exception of the Companies Act, 1862, sec. 4, must be 
engaged in working mines territorially within the Stannaries jurisdiction, and as no 
Tule to be passed by the above company can enlarge such jurisdiction, the passing of 
such a rule would be useless. 

2. The issuing to the public of the 900 shares since the Act, 1862, is in my opinion 
the forming of a company, association, or partnership, consisting of more than twenty 
persons, within sec. 4, and, therefore, renders the company void. Although prior to the 
issuing of the new shares the above company was legal, yet I am clear that the issue of 
the new shares to one or more new persons brought it within such sec. 4, and rendered 
registration necesssary, and in my opinion the same reasoning and apply

pleted, when the panic consequent on the famine of 1846-7, and the company having ex- 
vended a large sum out of a limited capital in procuring a Royal Charter of Incorporation 
to prevent individual liability, the concern was abandoned.

The idea, however, of its being Berehaven lode is perfectly absurd—a 
reference to the Ordnance Map will show the parallel east and west lines of the two 
mines to be at least eight miles asunder; and the attempt to make Gurtavallig lodesa 
continuation of Berehaven lodes will add nothing to its value, as it isa mine of sufficient 
promise to rest on its merits. Besides, Berehaven lodes have never been traced any dis- 
tance from the enormous deposit of orein that celebrated mine. “ Borrowed clothes,” it 
is sald, “give no warmth,” and “ borrowing ” Berehaven lode will never produce a stone 
of ore in Gurtavallig. Killeen Mine is about three miles to the east of Gurtavallig, on 
the south shore also of Bantry Bay.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY, 


The contracts for rails, signed successively with the leading Belgian 
companies and firms, and duly noticed under this head, have had the anti- 
cipated effect in hardening prices, and rails now maintain a course of 61, 
per ton at works. The proprietors of rolling-works thought that a rise in 
rails would necessarily involve a rise also in merchants’ iron, but this has 
not been the case, and some attempts made to advance the current rates 
have not succeeded, transactions having been very limited, The present price of rails, 
besides, does not permit their fabrication to be undertaken with advantage, except at 
six or seven great metallurgical establishments, which have this production for a spe- 
ciality. Other works which have not a regular fabrication of rails would find it dim- 
cult to deliver them below 6/. 4s. per ton. The basins of Liége and Charleroi continue 
to exchange certain descriptions of pig. Thus, while Lidge sends some ordinary refined 
pig to Charleroi, where prices are higher than at Lidge, it receives from the neighbour- 
hood of Charleroi a part of its special pig for puddled and fine-grained steel. Itis unfor- 
tunate that the undue elevation of railway tariffs should be an obstacle to an extension 
of these transactions. Since the opening of a line of railway from Namur to Givet the 
pig and coal of the Seraing basin can arrive in the French Ardennes at canal-boat rates ; 
but it is not the same in the direction of Charleroi, because it is necessary in that case 
to pass over the different lines, one of which belongs to the State. The rolling-works 
of the neighbourhood of Charleroi have now orders for rails for a tolerably long period ; 
those ofthe Liége basin, which have been hitherto less well provided with work, can 
probably contract on more favourableterms. It has become a kind of habit in Belgium to 
consider metallurgical industry as fatally condemned to no longer remunerate the capital 
devoted to it; this is a general opinion, but it is, fortunately, a very erroneous one, and 
it is important to rebut it by citing facts. Even in the difficult circumstances in which 
all industrial enterprises now find themselves, metallurgical works can realise profits ; 
a proof is afforded by the fact that the Thy-le-Chiteau Company distributes 2244 per 
cent. among its shareholders on account of the exercise of 1862. This establishment oc- 
cupies itself almost exclusively with the fabrication of rails, and it is to this specialisa- 
tion of its operations that it owes its success, It is asserted by some parties that the 
high dividend deciared by the company is attributable to the circumstance that it is not 
burthened with heavy debts; but, however this may be, there is the dividend, and an 
extraordinary one it must be admitted to be for a single year’s work. We may also 
note, that the Monceau Blast-Furnaces Company has declared a second dividend of 16s. 
per share in respect to the exercise of 1862. 

The use of the ironstone found in the Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, and 
known as minette, has assumed a considerable extension during the last 
few years, in consequence of the opening of sections of Belgian and Grand 
Ducal Luxembourg railways. These minerals have found in Belgium, 
Prussia, and France important outlets, which are every day increasing in magnitude, 
There are two beds of minette in the Grand Duchy ; the mine of the first bed is silice- 
ous, and is richer than that of the second, which is calcareous. Minette minerals form 
part of an extremely extended formation, which leaving Longwy follows the whole 
length of the southern frontier of Belgium and the Grand Duchy, and extends as far as 
Nancy. The principal points of working are in Belgium, in the environs of Arion ; in 
Franee, at Longwy, Hayange, Ars, and Frouard; and in the Luxembourg, at Esch and 
Rumelange. In the Grand Duchy, the workings are at present carried on open to the 
sky, but before long it will be necessary to enter upon a system of galleries. The open 
to the sky extraction costs from 4d. to 8d. per ton, according to the thickness of the 
vein, and the old tocquage dues range from 74d. to10d. In some mines trucks can 
be loaded direct, but in others it is necessary to carry them toa station. Old contracts 
were concluded at Is. 444d. per ton on the trucks, but at present it is dificult to meet 
with mirette at less than thin 1s. 8d. perton. The railway transport for Charteroi, 
Sclessin, or Seraing amounts to alittle less than 244 centimes per ton per mile (or about 
44d.), The works of Rhenish Prussia pay the lines of the Eastern of France and the 
Prussian State systems a tariff of 214 centimes per ton per mile; but on the Eastern of 
France network, in some districts, a tariff of 244 centimes per ton per mile is payable. 

M. Rivart, Belgian Consul at Rheims, has addressed a report to the Bel- 
gian Minister of Public Works, in which he communcates some interest- 
ing information with reference to the development of the Belgian coal trade 
in his district. The number of boats loaded with coal, coke, and stone 
which passed by Rheims, either for local consumption or in transitu, attained a total 
of 402 during the last period of the navigation, that is from Nov. 30, 1861, to July 28, 
1862, the dates of the opening and closing of the canal from the Aisne to the Marne. 
These 402 boats were made up as follows:—214 from St. Ghislain, with 24,218 tons of 
coal and 13,200 tons of coke; 58 from Quaregnon, with 8416 tons of coal and 2193 tons 
of coke; 76 from Mons, with 11,689 tons of coal and 1961 tons of coke; 50 from Charle- 
roi, with 5740 tons of coal and 585 tons of coke; 2 from Villers, with 303 tons of coal; 
and 2 from Jemmapes, with 339 tons of coal: making a total of 50,705 tons of coal and 
17,939 tons of coke. The quantity of Belgian coal received by the Sambre and Meuse 
Railway, which unites itself to Rheims by the Givet and Charleville line, amounted 
from Jan, 1 to Dec. 31, 1862, to 49,698 tons, M. Rivart indicates in this report the im- 
portance of the outlet which Belgian coal finds at Kheims. This outlet can scarcely 
fail to increase in importance with the progress of Rheims industry, which is stated to 
be developing itself day by day in a remarkable manner. The constantly increasing 
movement of coal in France is shown, we believe, in the annexed totals, illustrating 
the receipts in 1862 and 1861 of four small lines, which are almost entirely supported 
by this description of traffic :—

The augmentations disclosed by these figures were acquired, it should be added, with- 
out any increase of mileage, the lines not having undergone any extension last year as 
compared with 1861. The increase per mile worked was, consequently, 24°26 per cent, 
in the case of the Graissessac and Béziers Railway; 14°89 per cent. in the case of the 
Bességes and Alais; 24°64 per cent. in the case of the Anzin and Somain; and 8°87 per

3, repealed for a time sec. 4 of the Act, 1856, yet it has. been itself 
repealed by the Act, 1862, and the sec. 4 of 1856 has been substantially re-enacted, with 
greater stringency. 
8. For the reason given in the above answer (2), I think the Prince of Wales Com- 
pany as now constituted is void unti! registration. 
4. The certificate does not require a stamp. 
5. The conveyance of a Cost-book share by actual instrament of transfer requires an 
ad valorem stamp, but in Cost-book mines such a conveyance is unnecessary and unusual. 
The only mode of transfer known to the pure Cost-book Principle is by notice to the 
purser, which requires a 6d. stamp.

MINING IN IRELAND—No, II. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN THE COUNTY OF coRK.] 


About three miles north of the Schull Mines, comprising Cappagh, Bal- 
lycummisk, and Schull Bay, there is a parallel range of lodes traceable 
through the mountains from Ballydehob to the Three Castle Head, and on 
this run of lodes Mount Gabriel Mine has been opened, a short distance 
east of the great cross-course, which forms the gap inthat mountain. In 
this mine numerous surface trials have been made on the lodes, some of 
which are of great width, and all of them intermixed with grey ore, carbonate of cop- 
per,quartz, &c. The deepest point yet reached is 6 fms. from surface, and yet scores of 
tons of ore have been raised and sold. An adit level (cross-cut) has been driven, and 
by extending it some 10 or 12 fms. further south it would intersect Hall’s lode (disco- 
vered by the late Col. Hall) 10 or 11 fathoms deep ; and as there is now a good stope of 
grey ore and carbonate of copper being worked on Hall’s lode, 3 fms. deep; this adit 
level would, no doubt, lay open a considerable extent of ore ground. The lode stuff from 
the stope broken altogether, and crushed dry, will produce about 5 per cent. of copper. 
This mine may be worked for years by adit levels, and if the lodes are properly laid 
open, they would at once produce an enormous quantiity of low produce ore from the 
backs and stopes, and no doubt greatly increase in value, judging by what is being done 
in the district, in depth. It is surprising that more active operations are not being car- 
ried onin this promising concern. Money seems to be abundant for everything except 
Irish mines; and Irish capitalists in general will spend money anywhere but at home. 

About two miles north of Mount Gabriel Mine, on the line of the great cross-course, 
& large deposit of the sulphate of barytes has been found, and which is being worked at 
Dreenalamon ; several cargoes have already been shipped to Liverpool; the quality of 
the barytes is very good; it is discharged, and also the water from the mine, by horse- 
whims.

At the same time, capital 
is becoming increasingly abundant in France, and the commercial benefits conferred by 
railways are more and more recognised ; it is not, therefore, surprising that, although 
the average productibility of the French lines is scarcely maintained, the Government 
of Napoleon III. should be anxious to advance further on the path on which they have 
already entered with such general advantage. s 
We may resume with profit our notice of M. Dalloz’s able work on min- 
ing property, and its legal status in France and Belgium. We quitted the 
topic last week after noting M. Batbie’s enquiry why the ordinary rules of 
expropriation in regard to submitting to juries the amounts of compensation 
to be allowed should not be followed in mining, as well as in other pursuits. This pro- 
position seems a modest and rational one, and it is difficult to see what should prevent 
its passing into practice. A jury of expropriation, if established as a rule in mining le- 
gislation, would bring with it, among other precious advantages, all the guarantees in- 
separable from this salutary institution. The right of asurface proprietor to the mineral 
property which may be found upon his estate would then become an actual property, 
while now, with the system introduced by the law of 1810, it is more frequently only a 
purely nominal privilege. The Belgian Government wishing toobviate this illusory re- 
sult, thought it right to introduce certain modifications into the law of 1810 in order to 
act more logically and consistently with its principles, and to placesurface proprietors in 
a more favourable position. Such was the object of a law passed May 11, 1837; but 
has it attained itsend? It is doubtful whether it has done so, seeing the numerous re- 
strictions with which it has surrounded the rights of landed proprietors, although its 
professed intention was toextend and defend them. M. Dalloz comes to the conclusion, 
after having studied the law of 1837 in detail, that it appears a comparatively unimport- 
ant innovation, It confers, it is true, a preferential right on the proprietor of the super- 
ficial soil as regards a concession of the right of working mineral bearings ; but this pre- 
ferential right receives, in the interest of the public, narrow limits. Thus a proprietor 
who claims the preference must support his application by showing that he has the ne- 
cessary means for suitably conducting a working, and, in the second place, that he can 
establish the concession on land of sufficient extent to render it possible to carry on the 
working under favourable conditions. The law of 1837 also permits landed proprietors, 
united in a company, to invoke a right of preference, in order that associated 
they may continue to enjoy a privilege which abandoned to themselves they might 
have lost, as each by himself might not, in consequence of narrow means, have veenabie 
to claim a working. It is important to remark that a landed proprietor cannot always 
establish his right of preference against all applicants for a concession. ‘Thus, if he finds

concessionnaire must present for its good and suitable working. By this system the 
right of property to a mine belongs neither to the State nor to the surface proprietor, but 
the State only dispenses a privilege ; it does not transmit it, it concedes it, and, before, the 
mine belongs to all and to no one. It would be difficult—of course, from considerations 
of space—to enter here into all the consequences of this system, which M. Dalloz details 
with much appearance of truth and justice. Those who wish to investigate the subject 
farther must dip into M. Dalloz’s two volumes for themselves. The work has notalone 
the merit of being the last which has appeared on mining property, but it is a kind of 
international treatise, offering a complete sketch of all the legislation and jurisprudence 
in vigour with respect to mining among all the leading civilised nations. From this 
point of view it is, of course, of much value to jurisconsults,and still more to landed 
proprietors, concessionaires of mines, engineers, and all those whose interests identify 
them with mines and mining. The name of Daliozis well known and respected abroad, 
from the important services which the family bas rendered to juridical and economic 
science, and the work just issued is not unworthy either of M, Dalloz or of his relatives. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Maxrcu 26.—The preliminary meeting of the Ironmasters’ Association 
of the South Staffordshire District was held to-day at Birmingham. As 
was on all hands anticipated, no change was made in prices. No one has 
suggested that they should be reduced below the present scale, which

uestion. The demand is moderate, but far from active, and there is 
ully as much underselling as there was at the commencement of the 
quarter. ‘The puddlers at some of the works near Dudley have given no- 
tice for an advance of wages. At the meeting to-day this matter was the 
subject of conversation, and it was unanimously agreed that the demand 
could not possibly be complied with at the present moment. No doubt 
‘sep wages have for some time been low, but the price of iron has 
m reduced 10s, per ton since the last reduction in wages, and the sup- 
ply of labour is quite equal to the demand. A feeling of dissatisfaction 
as prevailed amongst the puddiers for some time, and it is natural they 
should wish for an advance. A fortnight ago notices were given at some 
of the works near West Bromwich, and the men “ played” for a week, 
and then returned to work at the old rates. It is not anticipated that the 
present movement will lead to any strike. Pig Iron has not yet been sold 
to any extent for the ensuing quarter. Purchasers are unwilling to give 
the advanced price secured in January last, and in some cases offers have 
been made at 2s, 6d. per ton less than was paid three months ago. The 
sellers of pigs, however, do not acknowledge that there is any reduction, 
and there appears a disposition oa both sides to be shy of entering into 
a except such as present wants render absolutely necessary. 
he adjourned inquest respecting the deaths of the two men whose bodies 
were recovered from the workings at the Steers’ Meadow Colliery, Wed- 
nesbury, into which the; River ‘Tarne rushed through a “ crowing in” on 
Feb. 19, was held yesterday, before Mr, Hooper, coroner. Mr. Baker and 
Mr. Wynne, Inspectors of Coal Mines, were both present. It may be remembered that 
the former was ill at the time, but that be went to the spot as soon as informed of the 
ident, and ined during the following night, but after retarning home he was for- 
bidden to leave his bed, and sent for Mr. Wynne, the North Staffordshire Inspector. 
The evidence before the coroner showed that there was a want of promptness in attempt- 
ing toresuce the four persons in the minc; no one, so far as the evidence proved, having 
gone down the shaft for about ten hours after the accident was discovered; whilst, 48 
hours afterwards, one of the four—a boy— was rescued alive, One of the men’s bodies, 
that of the brother of the youth so wonderfully saved,is not yet recovered. It was shown 
that many complaints had been made of the danger of an irruption of water from the 
stream above; and the father of the two alluded to above had left the colliery on that 
t on the Monday preceding the accident, taking his sons with him, but the latter 
had returned. This man, William Jones, said that a week before Christmas the men 
in the workings were afraid of water coming in, and signalled to be raised, but the 
watchman at the top said he could not get an engineman to draw them up. Edward 
Jones, the anfortunate man whose body is now in the mine, climbed to the top by the 
chain, and fetched an engineman from Messrs. Bagnali’s, whose works are near; and 
Mr. Wynne, the Inspector, stated that, in 1855, he warned Mr. Tolley, the charter- 
master, of the danger of an irruption of the stream ; and Mr, Nayler, agent for Messrs. 
Bagnall, spoke to having given him a similar warning in the same year, With all these 
premonitions of danger, it was inexcusable that the means were not at once at hand to 
rescue the men in case of such an accident. The jury, whilst returning a verdict of 
* Accidental Death,” censured Mr. Tolley for not having attended to the warnings ad- 
dressed to him, and also for not having kept a proper plan of the workings. 

Last week the death of two men from an explosion in an ironstone pit at Darlaston 
was mentioned. At the inquest it appeared that the doggy, Luckman, though provided 
with a safety-lamp, and specially ordered to examine the workings with it every morn- 
ing, and though there had been a short time previously a slight explosion where the 
fatal one took place, and the means of ventilation by a furnace had been interrupted the 
night before the accident, used candles on going into the workings that morning; and 
one of the deceased was still more reckless, going in advance of the doggy with the de- 
claration that by keeping the candles low there would be no danger. The doggy was 
committed to take his trial for manslaughter. Mr. Baker, the Inspector, was present. 

At the Sedgley Petty Sessions, on Tuesday, a man named Paul Roper, who, with his 
brother, had been for some time acting as a common informer, was committed for trial 
for obtaining money by false pretences. Representing himself as a sort of sub-inspec- 
tor, acting under Mr. Baker, he had got money from butties with more cash than brains, 
and he bas been playing this game for some time, pretending that by feeing him they 
would avoid informations, 

The chartermaster at the Prior’s Lee Colliery, where twelve men were killed by the 
falling of the skip, has been sent to prison for two months, as having been a party with 
the doggy, who has already been sentenced for a like period, for lowering more than 
eight men in the skip at once. 














REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 


Marcu 26.—As stated in my report a few weeks ago, there is a consi- 
derable difference of opinion as regards the future of the Iron Trade. Some 
maintain that present quotations can hardly be kept up, while others are 
more sanguine, and look forward to a great improvement in the trade. 
The recent decline in Scotch pig is a strong confirmation of the former 
opinion; but then it is held that this will only be temporary, and that a 
few weeks will witness a change for the better. Itis to be hoped that these 
predictions will be verified, but I do not entertain so favourable an idea of 
the future. Unless the Indian, Canadian, and Russian orders far exceed 
the usual exports to those countries, it is rather questionable whether a 
positive advance will take place. On the other hand, the enquiries from 
the Indian, Canadian, and continental markets must be fully up to the 
average, or @ decline may be safely looked for. Of course, should any un- 
expected event occur which will be the means of putting an end to the 
unfortunate struggle in America, then, without doubt, the dawn of prosper- 
ous times will have arrived. The tone of the latest news from America 
gives us, however, no hope of such a consummation. The dulness of the 
market has not yet had any perceptible influence on the works of this dis- 
trict, which are kept going with their accustomed regularity. There are 
a fair number of orders in hand at several of the works, while others have 
nearly exhausted their books. This may be attributed, ina great measure, 
to the fact that the quarter is about to close, and but few orders will be 
given out until the next quarterly meeting. The Coal Trade, upon the 
whole, is in a healthy state. Certainly many collieries are not fully em- 

loyed, and there are complaints of insufficient orders. The majority, 
a nog are in pretty regular work, and the only general complaint is the 
want of vessels, which prevents the orders being executed with that dis- 
patch which it is necessary should be the case. A few weeks of the pre- 
sent weather will change this aspect of matters, as the arrival of a good 
number of vessels will be certain to send freights down. There is no 
change to report in quotations. It is satisfactory to report that there are 
unmistakeable indications of confidence in the future of both the coal and 
iron trades. The Ebbw Vale Company have completed the second shaft 
at Abercarn, and the Black vein was struck on the morning of the 10th. 
The colliery is, therefore, for the future, to be called the Prince of Wales 
Pit. The same company are in treaty for the sale of the Cwmbran Forge to Messrs. Grice 
and Norton, West Bromwich, near Birmingham. I have referred to this matter in a 
previous number of the Journal, and to its importance to the locality where the forge is 
situated, as well as to the port of Newport. It is stated, on good authority, that if the 
negociations should terminate successfully, the works will be very considerably enlarged 
by the new propri In Rhondda and Cwmdare Valleys, the neighbourhood of Lian- 
trissant, Gellygare, &c., additional collieries and other works are being opened, which 
clearly show that capitalists have but little dubiety of the coming times. 
accidents bave occurred during the last few days, and, unfortunately, some 
lives have been lost, and property has also suffered considerably.

The water was soon checked, and it 
did not reach any other part of the workings than the immediate locality of the place 
where the dead men worked. The water has also broken into the lower workings of 
the Gwscwm Colliery, Pembrey, and a considerable amount of damage has been done, 
Every effort is being made to get the water out. On Monday an inquest was held at 
Bryncethin, before Mr. Salmon, deputy-coroner, touching the death of Benjamin Davies, 


who met with an accident at the Bettws Colliery, which terminated fatally. The jury 
returned a verdict of “ Accidental Death.”

S1r,—The correspondent who sends you monthly the statistics of the trade of the South 
Wales ports is not justified in his remarks upon Newport. I beg to inform him, as an 
inhabitant of the town, that the trade is not falling off in consequence of the apathy of 
the Dock Company, or other authorities ; but,on the contrary, the governing bodies do 
everything that can be reasonably expected of them. What wonder is it that the foreign 
trade shows a slight falling off, when all the circumstances which affect it are taken 
into consideration? It is a well-known fact that the American trade of Newport was 
once larger than that of the whole of the South Wales ports, and has the “apathy” 
spoken of driven that away? Certainly not: it is the tratricidal war which is now 
going on has caused it. As to the assertion that the removal of the Royal Mail con- 
tract had anything to do with the port authorities, that is incorrect, and shows how 
little is really known about the trade of the port. The Glamor ganshi 1 ers’ 
tenders were lower than those of Risca, and that was the sole and only cause of there- 
moval. While more is said than is warranted by facts against the port, I shall enume- 
rate a few circurastances which clearly prove that Newport, despite ali its enemies, is 
gradually improving. Within the last twelvemonths a large creosote work has been 
opened by Messrs, Firmin, Dorsett, and Co. ; extensive import warehouses are being 
built by Messrs. Parnall and Co.; a new line of steamers has been established from 
here to Dublin; the West Midland and London and North-Western Companies have 
obtained running powers to the port, &c. Surely these facts prove that the town is not 
going back, as the public are led to believe. Thereare certain parties in the town who 
do their utmost to run the port down, and I am afraid adverse information is furnished 
by them.—H, 











REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Marcu 26.—Though there is not a decided activity prevailing in the 
Iron Trade, the reports from the various iron districts in these counties re- 
present the trade as exceedingly healthy, and merchants are very confi- 
dent that a much better summer trade will be done than was the case last 
year. We have a tolerable enquiry for sheets and bars, whilst for plates 
and rails there is a very active demand. The armour-plate manufacturers 
are exceedingly busy ; indeed, they have more orders in hand than they will be able to 

te for a iderable period of time. Messrs. Butier and Co., of Stanningley, near 
Leeds, have a contract for the whole of the bridges of the South London Railway ; and 
a Derby firm (Mr. James Haywood, jun., of the Phenix Works) has taken a similar 
contract for the North London City Extension line. There is alsoa brisk demand for 
rails, and during the summer this must increase, owing to the number of projected lines 
which have already received parliamentary sanction. Amongst the number is the 
Midland Extension from Bedford to London. This company has also several other 
railway projects still before the House—some of which are not likely to be opposed. 
There is an unusual trade being done in heavy castings, and we have some large orders 
in the hands of manufacturers for machinery and steam-engines for exportation. 

The Coal Trade is dull, owing to the continued depression in the manufacturing in- 
terests and the fine weather. The larger collieries which have extensive contracts for 
coal for gasworks, and steam purposes, and ironworks, are keeping their workmen 
fully employed; but with a number of smaller coalmasters there is great difficulty ex- 
perienced to keep the works in full operation. The coal cutting-machine, about which 
so much excitement recently prevailed, is now held in less favour by the more practical 
men engaged in the mining interest, whilst the colliers themselves declare open rebellion 
against it; we also learn that the saving which it would effect is infinitessimal. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the North Derbyshire Mining Company is called 
for Monday week to consider what steps to take with regard tothe property. The 
great bulk of sharcholders have no faith in the undertaking, and many have given up 
their shares, so that we do not see where the capital necessary to work the mine is to 
come from. We fear the present company will have to be wound-up and a new pro- 
prietary formed, The Mill Dam Mine isdoing well, but the company have yet a lurge 
expenditure to get over in the erection of additional pliant. They are now putting down 
a large Cornish pumping-engine. 

A very important case has been heard this week in the Small Barmote Court at 
Wirksworth. It was an action brought by Joseph Blackwell and William Bateman 
against William Cantrell. The plaintiffs are the owners of a mine at Brassington, 
called the Harbro’ Rake or Vein.
